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T  is  commonly  held  by  genealogists  that 
the  family  name  of  Brush  is  a  form  of 
the  name  Bruce,  and  that  those  of  the 
name  in  modern  times  have  probably 
descended  from  the  same  root  as  the 
royal  Bruce  family  of  Scotland.  Orig¬ 
inally  the  name  in  France  was  de  Brus 
or  de  Brewes,  and  the  ancestors  of 
King  Robert  Bruce  of  Scotland  vari¬ 
ously  spelled  their  name  Brus,  Bruys, 
Brewes,  and  otherwise.  That  the  name  of  Brush  is  of  similar 
derivation  is  especially  held  by  Hinman,  the  Connecticut  geneal¬ 
ogist,  M.  E.  Cumming-Bruce,  author  of  the  family  records  of  the 
Bruces  and  the  Cumyns,  and  also  in  the  Faucoeberg  Memorial. 

In  England  the  name  is  not  of  frequent  occurrence,  but  in  Ger¬ 
many,  in  the  form  of  Brusch,  it  is  well  known.  Some  of  the 
English  families  of  the  name  hold  that  their  ancestors  were  of 
Dutch  origin  and  came  from  Holland  with  William  of  Orange. 

In  America  there  have  been  several  families  of  the  name,  dating 
from  the  Colonial  period  and  originally  established  in  different 
colonies.  There  was  a  George  Brush,  Woburn,  Massachusetts, 
of  whom  a  large  family  has  descended,  and  also  others  in  the 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  colony. 
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THOMAS  BRUSH 


THOMAS  BRUSH,  the  ancestor  of  the  family  that  has  been 
particularly  connected  with  New  York  State  and  the  West, 
was  born  in  England,  probably  about  1610.  According  to  the 
town  records  of  Huntington,  Long  Island,  he  was  in  this  country 
before  1653,  for  in  that  year  he  is  recorded  as  owning  land  in 
Southold,  Suffolk  County.  Southold  was  founded  by  the  New 
Haven  Colony,  and  most  of  its  first  settlers  came  from  Hingham, 
Norfolkshire,  England.  Thomas  Brush  was  in  Southold  in  1656, 
and  is  recorded  as  attending  a  town  meeting  there  in  1660.  He 
was  a  freeman  of  Connecticut  in  1664,  and  therefore  a  member  of 
the  church.  In  either  1656  or  1657  he  sold  his  home  in  Southold 
and  removed  to  Huntington.  According  to  a  lease  made  in  1672, 
he  was  then  one  of  the  proprietors  of  Huntington  and  owned  a 
considerable  estate.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  all  those  of  the  name 
of  Brush  who  were  of  Huntington.  He  died  in  1675. 

He  married, - ,  16 — ,  Rebecca  Conclyne,  daughter  of  John 

Conclyne,  who  was  said  to  have  come  from  Nottinghamshire, 
England,  and  was  received  as  an  inhabitant  of  Salem,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  in  July,  1640,  having  land  allotted  to  him  in  1649.  John 
Conclyne,  whose  name  is  also  spelled  Conklin  and  Conkling,  was 
an  active  man  of  affairs,  and  is  said  to  have  “identified  himself 
with  every  new  enterprise  with  zeal  and  energy,  and  soon  became 
the  cynosure  of  all  the  village.”  It  is  supposed  that  he  was  born 
about  1600,  and  he  died  in  1683.

He  was  in  Huntington,  Long  Island, 
from  1657  to  1700,  being  settled  in  that  part  of  the  town  called 
West  Neck.  He  had  two  shares  in  the  patent  of  the  town  in  1694. 

He  married  about  1669.  His  wife’s  family  name  was  Corey  and 
she  may  have  been  a  daughter  of  John  Corey.

ISAAC  ELBERT  BRUSH 


Isaac  Elbert  Brush,  son  of  the  preceding,  was  born  August  30, 
1803.  Early  in  life  he  went  into  business  in  New  Jersey  with  a 
relative  of  his  father’s  family.  Later  he  went  back  to  New  York 
State,  where  he  was  commissioned  Colonel  in  the  New  York  State 
Militia  by  Governor  William  H.  Seward,  who  was  afterward 
Secretary  of  State  in  the  Lincoln  cabinet.  Subsequently  he  went 
West,  and  purchased  a  farm  near  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where  he 
lived  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  February  4,  1893.

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APPENDIX  VI 

CHARLES  FRANCIS  BRUSH  * 

Charles  Francis  Brush  was  born  March  17,  1849,  in  Euclid 
Township,  Cuyahoga  County,  Ohio. 

He  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio,  and  graduated  from  Central  High  School  of  that  city. 
He  then  entering  the  University  of  Michigan  and  was  graduated 
therefrom  in  1869  with  the  degree  of  mining  engineer.  From  the 
same  University  he  received  the  honorary  degrees  of  M.S.,  in 
1899,  and  Sc.  D.,  in  1912.  The  honorary  degree  of  Ph.D.  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  in  1880  by  Western  Reserve  University;  and 
that  of  LL.D.,  in  1900,  by  the  same  institution,  and  also,  in  1903, 
by  Kenyon  College.  In  1928  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Engineering  from  the  Case  School  of  Applied  Science. 

He  was  the  first  successful  pioneer  in  practical  electric  arc  light¬ 
ing.  The  electric  arc  had  been  discovered  two  generations  earlier, 
but  was  a  mere  scientific  curiosity.  In  1876  Mr.  Brush  designed 
a  dynamo  in  which  the  armature  no  longer  consisted  of  a  single 
long  coil,  but  a  series  of  disconnected  coils.  His  new  dynamo, 
the  first  of  the  open-coil  type,  was  found  to  produce  a  high-tension 
current  eminently  adapted  to  commercial  purposes  and  essential 
for  series  arc  lighting.  It  was  the  opening  note  of  the  age  of 
electricity. 

Mr.  Brush  then  discovered  that  excellent  carbons  could  be 
made  from  cheap  petroleum  coke,  and  that  waste  heat  caused  by 
the  electrical  resistance  of  the  carbons  could  be  prevented  by 
electroplating  with  a  thin  conducting  shell  of  copper.  A  few 
weeks  later  he  invented  a  magnetic  control  lamp  which  kept  the 
carbons  always  the  same  distance  apart.  In  1877  he  devised  the 
differential  regulating  winding,  making  it  possible  to  operate  two

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or  more  lamps  in  series.  The  latter  invention  marked  the  birth, 
not  only  of  the  electric  lighting  industry,  but  also  of  central  sta¬ 
tion  distribution,  the  foundation  of  modern  electrical  engineering. 

April  1 8,  1878,  his  dynamo  and  arc  lamp  carried  off  all  honors 
at  the  Franklin  Institute,  of  Philadelphia,  in  competition  with 
existing  American  and  foreign  machines. 

In  1880  the  Brush  Electric  Company  was  founded.  By  1882 
Brush  lights,  as  they  were  popularly  called,  had  spread  through¬ 
out  America  and  Europe,  and  were  appearing  in  Shanghai  and 
Tokio.  The  civilized  world  rapidly  became  familiar  with  the 
electric  light,  and  the  name  of  Charles  Francis  Brush  was  soon 
known  in  every  classroom  in  the  world. 

He  made  two  other  contributions  of  incalculable  importance 
to  the  electrical  industry.  The  first  was  the  compound-field 
dynamo,  to  produce  current  of  constant  voltage,  which  was  the 
parent  of  the  modern  constant  potential  generator;  the  second 
was  the  fundamental  storage-battery.  Up  to  the  time  of  its  inven¬ 
tion,  batteries  could  not  be  made  effective  until  they  had  “built 
themselves  up”  by  the  very  slow  formation  of  a  thick  oxide  coat¬ 
ing  upon  the  lead  plates.  Dr.  Brush  conceived  the  idea  of  supply¬ 
ing  oxide  in  the  first  place,  and  pressing  it  into  a  suitable  sup¬ 
port.  In  his  famous  patent,  No.  337,299  of  March  2,  1886,  was 
the  broad  and  fundamental  claim,  “the  mechanical  application 
to  the  electrodes  of  active  material,  or  material  adapted  to  be¬ 
come  active.” 

His  application  was  filed  in  1881,  and  years  of  litigation  fol¬ 
lowed  before  the  patent  was  granted;  but  its  exceedingly  broad 
claim  was  repeatedly  sustained  by  the  courts,  and  controlled  all 
practical  forms  of  storage  battery  during  the  life  of  the  patent. 

In  1884  he  became  interested  in  the  electric  furnace,  and  de¬ 
signed  the  dynamo  and  electrodes  with  which  Cowles  Brothers 
produced  the  first  electrolytic  aluminum. 

In  1891  the  Brush  Electric  Company  consolidated  with  the 
Thomson-Houston  and  Edison  companies  to  form  the  General 
Electric  Company. 
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Later  Dr.  Brush  became  interested  in  the  invention  of  Dr.  Carl 
Linde  for  the  production  of  oxygen  from  liquid  air,  and  in  1905 
founded  the  Linde  Air  Products  Company,  of  which  he  was  first 
president.  It  grew  rapidly  into  a  great  industry.  To  avoid  the  oc¬ 
casional  explosion  in  the  rectifiers,  he  invented  a  means  of  filtering 
the  air  before  it  entered  the  compressors,  which  excluded  not  only 
dust,  but  most  important,  the  vapor  of  gasoline  and  other  hydro¬ 
carbons.  It  was  not  patented  and  became  universally  employed. 

He  discovered  in  1895,  the  presence  of  the  element  helium  in 
the  earth’s  atmosphere. 

Dr.  Brush  conducted  extensive  experiments  in  the  behavior  of 
gases  under  varying  pressures.  He  found  serious  errors  in  the 
standards  previously  established. 

In  1915  he  published  his  first  paper  on  “Spontaneous  Genera¬ 
tion  of  Heat  in  Recently  Hardened  Steel,”  which  was  followed 
by  others  upon  the  same  subject.  Further  research  resulted,  in 
1918,  in  the  publication  of  “The  Development  of  Magnetic  Sus¬ 
ceptibility  in  Manganese  Steel  by  Prolonged  Heat  Treatment.” 
In  recognition  of  these  contributions  to  the  science  of  metallurgy 
he  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  American  Society  for 
Steel  Treating. 

Meanwhile  he  had  carried  on  painstaking  experiments  which 
may  cause  his  name  to  be  linked  with  gravitation  as  it  is  now 
linked  with  electric  lighting.  In  December,  1910,  he  read  before 
the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  a  paper 
entitled,  “A  Kinetic  Theory  of  Gravitation,”  which  presented  the 
new  postulate  that  some,  and  perhaps  all,  of  the  vast  intrinsic 
energy  of  the  ether  of  space  exists  in  the  form  of  isotropic  ether 
waves  of  excessively  short  wave-lengths.  In  1922  and  1923,  with 
extremely  refined  apparatus  of  his  own  design,  he  demonstrated 
that  certain  kinds  of  matter,  when  allowed  to  fall  freely  under 
the  influence  of  gravitation,  fell  measurably  faster  than  certain 
other  kinds  of  matter  under  identical  conditions,  thus  showing 
that  the  ratio  of  mass  to  weight  is  not  the  same  for  all  kinds  of 
matter,  as  had  been  supposed  hitherto. 
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In  the  two  following  years  he  demonstrated  that  some  metals 
and  alloys,  after  being  given  a  certain  crystalline  structure  by 
carefully  applied  heat  treatment,  lost  measurably  in  weight  when 
subjected  to  great  mechanical  stress.  Repetition  of  his  work, 
undertaken  at  Union  College,  has  confirmed,  qualitatively,  his 
results. 

In  1925,  Dr.  Brush  discovered  that  certain  complex  silicates 
among  the  basalts,  lavas,  and  clays  were  generating  an  apprecia¬ 
ble  amount  of  heat  not  due  to  radioactivity  nor  to  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  internal  strains.  He  believed  that  this  hitherto  unsus¬ 
pected  phenomenon  is  due  to  the  absorption,  by  matter,  of  the 
isotropic  ether  waves  postulated  in  his  earlier  paper  as  the  cause 
of  gravitation,  and  that  it  is  sufficient  to  account  for  the  internal 
heat  of  the  earth  and  other  planets,  and  partly  that  of  the  sun 
and  stars. 

In  April,  1929,  Dr.  Brush  presented  before  the  Franklin  Insti¬ 
tute  his  last  paper  on  the  “  Kinetic  Theory  of  Gravitation,” 
further  strengthened  by  independent  experiments  made  by  the 
Bureau  of  Standards  on  the  spontaneous  generation  of  heat  in 
certain  substances.  Since  his  death  additional  experiments  by  the 
Bureau  have  further  confirmed  these  results  qualitatively. 

His  achievements  have  received  notable  marks  of  recognition 
from  time  to  time,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad.  In  1881  he 
was  decorated  by  the  government  of  France,  a  Chevalier  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  in  recognition  of  his  discoveries  in  electricity. 
In  1 899  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  awarded  him 
the  Rumford  Medal  for  “the  practical  development  of  electric  arc 
lighting.”  In  1913  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers 
awarded  him  the  Edison  Medal.  In  1928  he  was  awarded  the 
Franklin  Medal  by  the  Franklin  Institute,  for  the  pioneer  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  electric  arc  light,  and  the  invention  of  the  prac¬ 
tical  storage-battery.  In  the  same  year  he  received  the  Cleveland 
Medal  for  distinguished  public  service  from  the  Cleveland  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce.  In  1929  he  was  appointed  Director  of  the 
American  Society  of  the  French  Legion  of  Honor. 
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He  was  a  trustee  of  Western  Reserve  University,  Adelbert  Col¬ 
lege,  University  School,  the  Cleveland  School  of  Art;  a  corpo¬ 
rator  of  the  Case  School  of  Applied  Science,  and  a  warden  of 
Trinity  Cathedral.  He  was  a  life  member  and  former  president 
of  the  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Dr.  Brush  was  a  fellow  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Ad¬ 
vancement  of  Science,  the  American  Physical  Society,  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Geographical  Society,  and  the  North  British  Academy  of 
Arts ;  honorary  member  of  the  American  Society  for  Steel  Treat¬ 
ing,  life  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Mechanical 
Engineers,  and  of  the  British  Association;  member  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts  (London),  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical 
Engineers,  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgical 
Engineers,  the  National  Electric  Light  Association,  the  Archaeo¬ 
logical  Institute  of  America,  the  American  Historical  Association, 
the  Franklin  Institute  of  Philadelphia,  the  American  Chemical 
Society,  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  the  Illuminating 
Engineering  Society  and  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  fraternity.

THE  BRUSH  FOUNDATION 

An  Excerpt  from  the  Deed  of  Gift  of 

CHARLES  FRANCIS  BRUSH 

Whereas,  my  beloved  son,  Charles  Francis  Brush,  Jr.,  who  died 
on  May  twenty-ninth,  1927,  was  devoting  his  life  to  scientific  research 
for  the  advancement  of  human  knowledge;  and 

Whereas,  in  my  opinion  the  most  urgent  problem  confronting  the 
world  to-day  is  the  rapid  increase  of  population  which  threatens  to 
overcrowd  the  earth  in  the  not  distant  future,  with  resultant  shortage 
of  food  and  lower  standards  of  living,  which  must  certainly  lead  to 
grave  economic  disturbances,  famines  and  wars,  and  threaten  civiliza¬ 
tion  itself;  and 

Whereas,  beneficient  scientific  research  has  contributed  toward  the 
prolongation  of  life  and  the  preservation  of  the  weak  and  the  unfit, 
who  under  former  conditions  could  not  have  survived  nor  added  de¬ 
scendants  to  the  race;  and 

Whereas,  I  believe  that  scientific  knowledge  cannot  safely  be  used 
for  these  humane  objects,  unless  it  be  used  at  the  same  time  to  im¬ 
prove  the  quality  and  reasonably  limit  the  numbers  of  those  who  are 
born  into  the  world; 

Now,  therefore,  out  of  my  belief  that  such  restriction  of  the  in¬ 
crease  of  population,  and  the  betterment  of  the  human  stock,  are  fun¬ 
damental  to  the  well-being  of  humanity,  I  have  established  a  Founda¬ 
tion  for  the  benefit  of  mankind  and  as  a  memorial  to  my  beloved  son, 
Charles  Francis  Brush,  Jr. 

The  income  of  this  trust  shall  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
finance  efforts  contributing  toward  the  betterment  of  the  human  stock, 
and  toward  the  regulation  of  the  increase  of  population,  to  the  end 
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that  children  shall  be  begotten  only  under  conditions  which  make 
possible  a  heritage  of  mental  and  physical  health,  and  a  favorable  en¬ 
vironment.  These  purposes  include  the  furtherance  of  scientific  re¬ 
search  in  the  field  of  eugenics  and  in  regulation  of  the  increase  of 
population;  the  education  of  the  people  to  the  importance  of  the  bet¬ 
terment  of  the  stock,  and  to  the  economic  and  social  evils  which  result 
from  too  great  increase  of  population;  and  any  activities  which  shall 
serve  the  intent  set  forth  in  this  instrument  and  its  preamble.

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THE  PHILLIPS  FAMILY 


HILLIPS,  a  name  spelled  in  a  variety 
of  forms,  is  of  ancient  and  classical  or¬ 
igin,  being  derived  from  the  Greek, 
Philos-hippos,  or  horse-lover.  In  Wales 
and  other  parts  of  Great  Britain  its  use 
as  a  surname  has  continued  for  a  long 
period,  evidently  for  five  hundred  years, 
and  perhaps  much  longer.  It  is  said 
that  Phillipse  is  Welsh,  and  that 
Philips  is  from  Worcestershire.  It  is 
stated  by  good  authority  that  the  Watertown  family  of  this 
name  were  of  the  Philips  of  Worcestershire.  Some  are  positive 
that  all  the  English  families  of  this  name  had  their  origin  from 
Wales  and  subsequently  spread  over  Great  Britain.  Several  dif¬ 
ferent  ways  have  been  employed  in  spelling,  as  Phillips, 
Philips,  Phillipse,  Philipps,  and  others,  some  of  them  so 
peculiar  as  hardly  to  be  recognized  as  having  a  common  origin. 

Families  and  individuals  of  this  name  began  to  emigrate  from 
the  Old  World  at  a  very  early  date  in  the  history  of  this  country, 
as  early  as  1630,  and  some  a  little  earlier,  and  locate  at  different 
points  near  the  seacoast,  but  more  especially  in  New  England. 
From  that  time  to  the  present  they  have  continued  to  multiply 
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and  spread,  by  natural  causes  and  by  emigration,  until  now 
they  are  to  be  found  in  every  State  from  Maine  to  California; 
and  those  in  this  country  who  spell  their  name  by  the  more 
common  form  of  Phillips,  are  numbered  by  thousands. 

It  is  now  exceedingly  difficult  to  establish  the  relation  which 
existed  between  many  of  these  earlier  Phillipses  or  to  trace 
out  satisfactorily  the  several  lines  of  their  descendants.  Of 
the  family  of  Reverend  George  Phillips,  of  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  there  have  been  at  least  ten  generations.  There 
may  be  some  now  of  the  eleventh,  but  if  so,  no  notice  of  them 
has  come  to  the  writer.  None  of  the  first  five  generations  are 
now  living.  The  last  one,  probably,  of  the  fifth  generation  died 
in  1865  at  the  great  age  of  nearly  one  hundred  and  five  years. 
There  are  five  divisions  of  this  family  so  marked  by  long-con¬ 
tinued  residence  in  particular  localities  that  they  might  well  be 
designated  as  distinctive  branches.  These  are  the  Andover 
Branch,  from  Reverend  Samuel  Phillips,  who  located  in  that 
town  in  1711;  the  Boston  Branch,  from  Honorable  John  Phil¬ 
lips,  who  went  there  to  live  about  1718;  the  Brookhaven 
Branch,  from  Reverend  George  Phillips,  who  located  in 
Brookhaven,  Long  Island,  1697;  the  Marblehead  and  Salem 
Branch,  from  Jonathan  Phillips,  who  removed  from  Water- 
town  to  Marblehead  about  1719;  the  Oxford  Branch,  from 
Joseph  Phillips,  who  went  there  from  Watertown  not  far  from 
1725.  It  will  perhaps  be  noticed  that  the  Christian  name 
Samuel  occurs  in  nearly  every  generation  of  the  Andover 
branch;  while  in  the  Oxford  branch  there  is  an  almost  entire 
absence  of  either  of  the  names  Samuel,  Sarah,  or  William. 
Some  members  of  each  of  these  branches  might  have  been  found 
living  in  or  near  the  several  towns  from  which  the  respective 
branches  take  their  names,  at  any  time  during  the  last  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  years.

GEORGE  PHILLIPS 


Reverend  george  Phillips,  the  first  minister  of 

.  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  son  of  Christopher  Phillips,  of 
Rainham,  was  born  about  1593,  at  Rainham,  Saint  Martins, 
near  Rougham,  in  the  hundred  or  district  of  Gallow,  County  of 
Norfolk,  England.  He  graduated  as  Bachelor  of  Arts  from 
Gonville  and  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  1613,  and  received  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  1617.  “He  gave  early  indications  of 
deep  piety,  uncommon  talents,  and  love  of  learning,  and  at  the 
University  distinguished  himself  by  his  remarkable  progress  in 
learning,  especially  in  theological  studies,  for  which  he  mani¬ 
fested  an  early  partiality.”  He  was  settled  for  a  time  in  the 
ministry  in  Suffolk  County,  but  suffering  from  the  storm  of 
persecution  which  then  threatened  the  nonconformists  of 
England,  he  determined  to  leave  the  mother  country  and  take 
his  lot  with  the  Puritans. 

He  embarked  for  America  April  12,  1630,  in  the  Arbella ,  with 
his  wife  and  two  children,  as  fellow  passengers  with  Governor 
Winthrop  and  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall,  and  arrived  at  Salem  on 
July  12.  Here  his  wife  soon  died,  and  was  buried  by  the  side  of 
Lady  Arbella  Johnson,  both  evidently  being  unable  to  endure 
the  hardship  and  exposure  incident  to  a  tedious  ocean  voyage. 

He  soon  located  in  Watertown,  and  without  delay  was  settled 
over  the  church  in  that  place  which  was  called  together  in  July. 
At  the  Court  of  Assistants,  August  23,  1630,  it  was  “ordered 
that  Mr.  Phillips  shall  have  allowed  him  3  hogsheads  of  meale, 
1  hogsh.  of  malte,  4  bushells  of  Indean  corn,  1  bushell  of  oat- 
meale,  half  an  hundred  of  salte  fish.”  Another  statement  from 
the  same  source  says:  “Mr.  Phillips  hath  30  ac.  of  land  graunted 
him  vpp  Charles  Ryver  on  the  South  side.”  His  first  residence 
was  burned  before  the  close  of  the  year.  There  is  a  tradition 
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that  his  later  residence  is  still  standing  “opposite  the  ancient 
burial  ground,  back  from  the  road.” 

He  continued  to  be  the  pastor  of  this  church,  greatly  re¬ 
spected  and  beloved,  until  his  death,  fourteen  years  after  his 
arrival.  He  died  at  the  age  of  about  fifty-one  years,  on  July  i, 
and  was  buried  July  2,  1644.  “He  was  the  earliest  advocate  of 
the  Congregational  order  and  discipline.  His  views  were  for  a 
time  regarded  as  novel,  suspicious  and  extreme,  and  he,  with  his 
ruling  elder,  Mr.  Richard  Brown,  stood  almost  unaided  and 
alone  until  the  arrival  of  Mr.  John  Cotton,  in  firmly  maintain¬ 
ing  what  was  and  still  is,  the  Congregationalism  of  New  Eng¬ 
land.  It  is  not  now  easy  to  estimate  the  extent  and  importance 
of  the  influence  of  Mr.  Phillips  in  giving  form  and  character  to 
the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  institutions  of  New  England.”  His 
name  appears  in  the  list  of  those  who  were  admitted  freemen, 
May  18,  1631,  which  is  the  earliest  date  of  any  such  admission. 

His  inventory  amounted  to  X550.  2s.  9d.,  a  sum,  allowing  for 
the  difference  in  commercial  value  between  that  time  and  the 
present,  equivalent,  at  least,  to  seven  or  eight  thousand  dollars. 
His  library  was  valued  at  9s.  9d. 

He  married  (1)  a  daughter  of  Richard  Sargent.  He  married 
(2)  Elizabeth  Welden,  probably  a  widow  of  Captain  Robert  Wel- 
den.  She  died  in  Watertown,  June  27,  1681.  In  speaking  of  his 
descendants,  a  writer  in  Harper  s  says:  “In  Brechin  Hall  at 
Andover,  the  library  of  the  theological  school,  in  the  great  halls 
of  the  academies  at  Andover  and  Exeter,  and  in  Memorial  Hall 
at  Harvard  College,  one  may  see  hanging  upon  the  walls  portraits 
of  one  and  another  man  and  woman  of  this  family,  which  belongs 
among  the  untitled  nobility  of  New  England,  representing  the 
best  element  of  life  there  —  not  that  which  always  dwells  in  the 
brightest  glare  of  publicity,  but  that  which  directs  and  shapes 
the  current  of  public  opinion.”

SAMUEL  PHILLIPS 

Reverend  Samuel  Phillips  was  born  in  England,  probably  at 
Boxstead,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk.  He  graduated  at  Harvard 
College,  1650,  and  settled  in  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  in  1651,  as 
colleague  of  Reverend  Ezekiel  Rogers.  “He  was  highly  esteemed 
for  his  piety  and  talents,  which  were  of  no  common  order,  and  he 
was  eminently  useful,  both  at  home  and  abroad.”  He  married, 
in  October,  1651,  Sarah  Appleton,  born  in  Reydon,  England,  in 
1629,  daughter  of  Samuel  Appleton.  He  died  April  22,  1696, 
greatly  beloved  and  lamented;  and  his  widow  died  July  15, 
1714.  Her  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  her  grandson, 
Reverend  Samuel  Phillips,  of  South  Andover,  in  which  he  says: 
“She  was  an  early  seeker  of  God,  and  spent  much  of  her  time 
daily  in  reading  the  Word,  and  in  prayer  .  .  .  She  took  care 
of  her  children’s  souls  .  .  .  She  was  always  humble  and  peni¬ 
tent,  and  as  she  lived,  so  she  died,  depending  on  Christ  for 
righteousness  and  salvation.”  Their  remains  repose  in  the 
ancient  burying-ground  at  Rowley.  Some  of  their  descendants 
have  been  among  the  most  distinguished  of  New  England  people 
for  their  intellectual  talents,  piety,  benevolence  and  public 
services. 

There  have  been  seven  Samuels  in  this  line  in  direct  succes¬ 
sion,  with  the  exception  of  a  John  between  the  fifth  and  sixth, 
and  all  since  the  first  two  were  residents  or  natives  of  Andover. 
The  seventh  and  last  was  recently  cashier  of  the  Maverick 
National  Bank,  Boston.

GEORGE  PHILLIPS 

Reverend  George  Phillips,  born  June  3,  1664,  graduated 
from  Harvard  College,  1686.  He  was  the  second  permanently 
settled  minister  of  Brookhaven,  Long  Island,  where  he  com¬ 
menced  to  preach  in  1697,  though  he  preached  four  years  pre¬ 
viously  in  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  and  is  said  to  have  been  one 
of  the  early  ministers  of  Brookfield,  Massachusetts.  He  con¬ 
tinued  his  ministry  in  Brookhaven  till  his  death  in  1739,  at  the 
age  of  seventy-five  years.  His  character  and  qualifications  were 
of  a  high  order.  “Mr.  Phillips  was  distinguished  for  a  peculiar 
vein  of  natural  wit.  His  ordinary  discourse  was  tinctured  with 
this  peculiarity,  and  tradition  has  preserved  many  of  his  speeches 
that  exemplify  it.”  He  married  Sarah  Hallett,  born  March  19, 
1673,  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  (Woolsey)  Hallett,  of 
Newtown,  Long  Island.  His  descendants  were  quite  numerous, 
and  scattered  at  an  early  date  about  Long  Island  and  to  other 
parts  of  New  York  State,  and  to  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey.

“In  1772,  amid  the  difficulties  between  the  colonies  and  the 
mother  country,  Major  Phillips  was  removed  from  this  com¬ 
mand  by  Governor  Hutchinson;  but  he  continued  to  receive  pay 
until  the  commencement  of  hostilities  in  1775.”  He  died  January 
9,  1787. 

He  married,  October  28,  1762,  Mary  Winthrop,  sister  of 
Professor  John  Winthrop,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  of  Harvard  College, 
and  daughter  of  Colonel  Adam  and  Anne  Winthrop,  of  Boston. 

They  had  one  daughter,  Mary,  born  September  23,  1763,  who 
was  married,  October  21,  1788,  to  Dr.  William  Spooner,  of  Boston. 
He  died  in  1836.

GEORGE  PHILLIPS 


George  Phillips,  eldest  son  of  the  preceding,  was  born,  April  i, 
1698,  at  Brookhaven,  Long  Island.  Of  his  life,  little  is  known, 
except  that  after  his  marriage  he  resided  in  Smithtown,  Long 
Island,  where  he  died,  November  21,  1771.  He  married,  April 
11,  1726,  Elizabeth  Mills,  born  August  16,  1705,  died  April  19, 
1775.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Timothy,  born  1 667(  ?),  died 
1751,  and  Sarah  Mills,  of  Jamaica  and  Smithtown;  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Jonathan,  born  1 6j6(  ?),  and  Martha  Mills,  of 
Jamaica;  and  great-granddaughter  of  George  Mills,  of  Jamaica, 
probably  a  clergyman,  born  in  England  1585,  died  in  Jamaica, 
October  17,  1674.

MOSES  PHILLIPS 

Moses  Phillips,  youngest  child  of  George  and  Elizabeth  (Mills) 
Phillips  (IV),  was  born,  probably  at  Smithtown,  Long  Island,  on 
March  8, 1742-3.  Of  his  life  we  have  little  record,  but  it  is  known 
that  he  settled  in  Orange  County,  New  York,  in  1766,  and  that 
on  January  2,  1768,  he  married  Sarah  Wisner  (see  Appendix 
VIII,  page  51),  born  1747,  third  daughter  of  Henry  and  Sarah 
(Norton)  Wisner.  (For  records  of  the  Wisner  family,  see  Ap¬ 
pendix  VIII,  page  48.)  She  died  October  14,  1810,  at  the  age  of 
63  years. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution  he  assisted  his  father-in- 
law,  Henry  Wisner,  in  the  establishment  and  operation  of  two 
powder-mills  in  Orange  County;  and  was  later  second  major  of 
the  Second  (or  “South  End”)  Regiment  of  militia,  of  Ulster 
County,  and  of  the  Fourth  Regiment,  of  Orange  County.  He 
removed  to  Phillipsburg  in  1788.  His  name  appears  several 
times  in  the  Land  Bounty  lists  after  the  close  of  the  war,  and 
there  are  still  in  existence  a  deed,  recording  the  sale  to  Moses 
Phillips  by  his  brother-in-law,  Henry  Wisner,  Jr.,  on  August  23, 
1790,  of  219  acres  of  land  at  New  Cornwall,  New  York,  and  an 
agreement,  dated  April  9,  1794,  between  Henry  Wisner,  Jr.,  and 
Polydore  B.  Wisner,  and  Moses  Phillips,  in  reference  to  changing 
the  site  of  the  “pulling-mill.”  Pulling  was  one  of  the  operations 
in  the  production  of  leather  from  hides,  and  this  would  indicate 
that  he  was  at  that  time  associated  with  his  two  brothers-in- 
law  in  this  business.  He  died  September  9,  1818,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-seven  years,  and  was  buried  in  Hopper  Hill  cemetery, 
at  Phillipsburg.

THE  WISNER  FAMILY 

I 

THE  WISNER  FAMILY  is  of  Swiss  origin,  where  the  origi¬ 
nal  form  of  the  name  was  Weisner  (pronounced  Weezner), 
variously  corrupted  to  Weesner,  Weazner,  Wesner,  Wissner, 
Whisner,  and  other  variations.  They  are  descended  from 
Johannes  Wisner,  who  was  born  in  Switzerland  in  1676.  In 
his  youth  he  belonged  to  the  contingent  furnished  by  the  Swiss 
Cantons  to  the  army  of  William  of  Orange,  in  the  long  war  with 
Louis  XIV  of  France,  becoming  a  second  lieutenant.  After 
the  Peace  of  Utrecht,  in  1713,  Queen  Anne,  of  England,  sent  a 
number  of  these  troops  to  New  York,  directing  her  relative,  Lord 
Cornsberry,  then  Governor,  to  grant  them  certain  land  up  the 
North  River.  He,  however,  had  already  granted  the  land  to 
friends  of  his  own;  and  the  poor  Swiss,  arriving  in  1714,  in  the 
dead  of  winter,  were  put  off  with  some  quite  insufficient  grants. 
Wisner,  with  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  and  their  two  sons  (Adam 
having  been  born  on  the  voyage),  settled  on  a  hundred  acres  of 
land  in  Orange  County,  in  1714.  He  bought  other  land,  and 
died  there  in  1744.

Henry  Wisner,  son  of  Hendrick,  was  born  in  Orange  County, 
New  York,  in  1720.  At  the  age  of  twenty  he  married  Sarah 
Norton,  from  the  east  end  of  Long  Island,  who  brought  him  a 
farm.  He  owned  much  land  about  Goshen,  inherited  from  his 
father  and  grandfather;  and  from  the  assessors’  returns  we  learn 
that  he  also  owned  several  slaves.  He  was  appointed  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  in  1754,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Twenty-eighth, 
Twenty-ninth  and  Thirtieth  Colonial  Assemblies  from  1759  until 
its  dissolution  in  1770.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Con¬ 
vention  in  1775,  and  of  the  Continental  Congress  from  1774  to 
1777;  and  while  it  is  a  matter  of  record  that  the  New  York 
delegation  did  not  vote  for  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
on  July  4,  1776,  being  restrained  by  their  instructions,  it  is  a 
fact  that  Henry  Wisner,  alone  of  the  New  York  delegation,  did 
vote  for  the  resolution.  . 

His  wife,  Sarah  Norton  Wisner,  by  whom  he  had  three  chil¬ 
dren,  died  in  1768.  In  the  following  year  he  married  Sarah 
Waters,  a  widow,  of  Queens  County,  who  had  by  her  former 
marriage  four  daughters  and  a  son.  The  second  daughter, 
Elizabeth,  born  1754,  was  married  in  1776  to  Gabriel,  the 
younger  son  of  Henry  Wisner,  her  mother’s  second  husband. 

Of  Henry  Wisner,  Common  Pleas  Judge  William  Thompson, 
of  New  York  City,  who  was  an  intimate  friend,  wrote,  in  1819: 
“He  was  a  man,  although  of  slender  education,  yet  of  strong 
natural  abilities,  of  a  pleasing  and  insinuating  address*  and 
seemed  to  possess  from  his  Swiss  ancestors  a  strong  predilec¬ 
tion  for  Republican  institutions.”  He  was  ardent,  bolder  than 
many  of  his  associates,  ready  to  take  the  initiative  and  to 
abide  by  the  consequences. 

He  died  of  what  is  now  known  as  pneumonia,  on  March  4, 
1790,  and  was  buried  at  Hopper  Hill  cemetery,  Phillipsburg, 
New  York.
